Game Production 


About } 000 acres in five north- 
ern Michigan ureas ure being 
sprayed with’ herbicides to en- 
courge game production, the ¢ou- 
servalion department reports. 

The extended ariel “fieid tests’ 

of the plant-killing chemicals 
wey started - last: week: and will} 
be completed this week, weather 
permitting, game yen suy. 
_ ‘The chemivals have viven sat. 
isfaclory results in a number of 
lests made during Lhe last several 
years. These (esls have ranged 
from smali aere-sized spraying ex- 
periments to a full 640-acre sec- 
lion test carried out near Gray- 
ling a few years ago. 

All the experimenis have in 
some way helped game men de- 
velop the procedure now being 
used in the broader field tests. 

First sprayed last week wus a 
portion of the Molasses River 
area in the Gladwin Refuge; the 
chemicals are expected to kill cer- 
tain types of brush and shrubs 
and allow other growths — more 
suitable to deer and grouse—to 
develop. 

The. workers later shifted to 
three areas near Grayling. One 
of the sites is being developed 
primarily for sharp-tailed grouse 
and the other two for deer and 
ruffed grouse.

A single common word, survival, covers the most 
awesome problem that this nation has ever faced. It is 
almost impossible to visualize the destructive power 
of the weapons that exist today, and -the even more 
ertible ones that will probably come into existence 
in the relatively near future. 
A vast literature has been written on what we must 


tinguished authority, Charles A. Lindbergh, makes an 
i impressive contribution to it in a brief article appear- 
ing in the Saturday Evening Post of July 17th, entitled 
‘Our Best Chance to Survive.” 

General Lindbergh begins by pointing out that, 
atomic war, an initial attack made without warning 
could kill millions and destroy all the great cities. 
Thus, unless the nation possessed military forces which 
were both extensively decentralized as well as extra- 
ordinarily powerful, its ability to retaliate in kind 
might be destroyed too. He writes, “The hydrogen 
bomb and the supersonic missile have eliminated de- 
fensive security on, the-surface ofthe earth. The most 
elaborate defensive network we can devise would inter- 
cept only a fraction of modern enemy aircraft launch- 
ed in a determined attack on this country. Atomie 
bombs can also be delivered by submarines, | ships or 
saboteurs, and one bomb will erase one city.” 

Here General Lindbergh observes that to strike with- 
out warning is against our traditions. So, of course, is 
capitulation. The orie’ alternative is vast military 
strength: “We must maintain an inexpugnable means 
of retaliation—a method of delivering our bombs in the 
event a surprise attack is made upon this country, and

It will 
set us back fifty years. Soil experts claim that it 
takes nature one hundred years to build the top 
inch of our soil and through our carelessness and 
poor farm practice we can ruin it in a few years.
